Act dissolving the convection thus far
existing between the survey and the
University went into operation.) the
duties of the office of State Geologist
devolved upon me by order of the
Boatd of Trustees. From ihe expira.
tion of my term of office until 1 was
appointed by yourself in March last,
the operations of the survey were
suspended; since the time during which
Mr. Harper held the office after his re-
appointment by governor McRae, was
oceupied by him in the publication of
his Report, st New York. By the law
detaching the survey from the Univer-
sity, the office of Assistant Geologist
was abolished ; all the duties thence-
forth devolving on the prineipsl alone.
In reviewing the resulte heretofure
elicited by the survey—prosecuted so
far, under gircumstances so unfavora-
ble—it cannot but be 8 matter of regret,
that with the exception of my own field
notes, all the original records hereto-
fore made, and used by the late State
Geologist in the compiation of his Re-
port, (hoth his own and those ol his
predecessors,) have disappesred.
It is too well known to require discus:
sion, that however small muy the cuali-
fications of the observer, be the 1ecord of
ubservations, written down on the spot,
ia nlways of velue; while in any case
whatever, the preservation of this Kind
ol records is of the urmest importauce,
so lung ue any iuvestigations connected
with the subject nroin progress. N
can any repurt or theoretical discussion,
however complete, replace the originsl
reeord in this respect.
Conceruing the report of the late
State Geologist, ity merite ws a scientif-
ic work have received no higher com-
meudation st the hands of thae scienific
world, than ite powition in the seule ol
usefulness haw entitled it to in public
opinion st home. [t may be properto
mention that although the facts relating
